For years the United States, Canada 
and Australia have been the favored 
recipients of highly trained man-

world. 
Doctors, 
scientists, 
teachers, 
m anagers 
and 
other 
professional people have been leaving 
Africa, Latin America and parts of 
Europe and Asia for greener pastures 
in the more economically advanced 
nations. 


Their reasons for leaving their 
homelands are many. Some see utter 
futility in their native lands, others 
far greater chance of achievement in 
the leading scientific capitals of the 
world. Almost all have the pursuit of 
a better life for their families at least 
as a secondary reason 
for their 
decision. 


Western nations have attem pted to 
aid the underdeveloped countries by 
training professionals, hoping they 
would return to their homelands to 
start a nucleus of scientific ad­ 
vancement. 


Frequently, by the time the person 
being trained reaches a level of 
competence where he could be of use 
to his countrymen, he has grown at­ 
tached to his new surroundings and 
disdains going home. Or, if he was 
trained on his home grounds, it is not 
long before he sets his sights on more 
rewarding challenges.

1 realize that it is the job of 
the newspaper to report any 
news that it is of importance to 
the public. And I do feel that 
your staff does a very satisfac­ 
tory job of it. 


However, it is getting to the 
point where it is getting dis­ 
gusting to pick up the paper 
because you know that nine 
tim es out of ten there will be 
something about the mud sling­ 
ing of our sister city Benton 
Harbor. 


Probably, not being a citizen 
of lienton Harbor, I have no 
right to stick my nose into what 
happens across the bridge. But I 
do feel what 
happens over 
across that bridge affects the 
citizens of St. Joseph. It just 
seems awful hard for us folks 
over here to ignore what hap­ 
pens to the people and city over 
there.

Dressed in clothing made 
superior by federal flame re­ 
tardation regulations, the faith­ 
ful arrive for the most part in 
automobiles which have been 
subject to a list of governmental 
safety decrees on everything 
from bum per strength to the 
composition of the paint. For 
those who come by plane their 
blessings 
are 
secured 
by 
federal agents who search their 
luggage or bombs. And train 
travelers are sanctified by U.S. 
financial aid to the railroads. 


Many of the visitors are 
businessmen with whom the 
government sides in the control 
of 
competition. 
There 
are 
housewives who are vacationing 
from a year’s toil with con­ 
sum er 
protected 
home 
products. Some are welfare 
recipients, fortunate here that 
Independence 
Hall 
is 
free, 
compliments of the U.S. Park 
Service. Free by way of the $300 
billion collected this fiscal year 
by the IRS. 


Part of the tax. actually, is 
being paid by the tourists even 
as they enjoy its largesse. The 
souvenirs for sale are taxed by 
Uncle Sam; so is the newspaper 
which notifies thhe visitor that 
while he holidays, his govern­ 
ment labors on. Street use is 
taxed by a toll system, cafe food 
may be taxed by at least three 
levels of bureaucracy, and some 
of each dollar for the sightsee­ 
ing bus goes in effect toward 
research on the B-l bomber. 
Even the air is taxed, in accor­ 
dance with environmental addi­ 
tions to the energy bills of ho­ 
tels at which the tourists in this 
more perfect union board. 


The commercial lodgings, by 
the 
way, 
are 
models 
of 
Washington enforced domestic 
tranquility. The Occupational 
Safety and Health Agency, for 
example, will not allow the 
drain grates in the basement 


floors to exceed specified hole 
openings in the mesh. The 
Health. Education and Welfare 
administration will tolerate no 
more than 
100 
germ s 
per 
square inch on the drinking 
glasses. Even toilet users have 
inalienable rights, acording to 
the descendants of Jefferson, 
thus hotel seats m ust be disin­ 
fected daily in compliance with 
law. 


Indeed, 
governm ent 
has 
thought of everything for the 
tourists at Independence Hall 
Here where the promotion of 
the general welfare originated, 
the federals not only license 
refreshment vendors to serve 
the puolic. but regulate what is 
served. The limited num ber of 
hairs and rat droppings per­ 
mitted in the hot dog weiners 
are carefully watched, as are 
the kinds of artificial flavoring 
in the Slurp mix. When a 
Minnesotan orders 8 ounces of 
Dr. Pepper in the neighborhood 
of the Liberty Bell, by damn, he 
is backed up by the full weight 
and authority of the Food and 
Drug Administration. 


As for the tour of the Hall 
itself, the bureaucracy goes so 
far as to protect the tourists 
from themselves. Smoking is 
forbidden in the waiting room. 
Uniformed sentries are em ­ 
powered to bar aomittancc to 
any citizen with bare feet. The 
government’s idea here is to 
regulate unto others as it would 
have others regulate it, if others 
had the opportunity. Even pic­ 
ture-taking 
is 
not 
allowed, 
unless proper perm it forms are 
filled out and recorded. 


Incidentally, the photo per­ 
m its are representatives of 
some two billion government 
forms printed annually in the 
American pursuit of happiness. 
There 
are 
other 
form s 
at 
Independence 
Hall 
which 
record for posterity the number 
of light bulbs that burn out. 
Securing 
blessings 
begets 
paperwork, 
naturally; 
the 
Department 
of 
A griculture 
alone has on hand enough filed 
documents — very nearly a 
million cubic feet — to fill 
independence Hall over and 
over again. 


And so they come, from 
Saguache 
and 
from 
Sauk 
Center, here to where it all 
began. Wonderful people. Won­ 
derful country. Let’s raise our 
glasses in commemoration, the 
tax stamp bureau permitting.

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Owner Says Warden Had No Right To Shoot Dog

The shooting of three dogs April 5 by a Berrien county 
deputy dog warden has stirred a complaint by the owner of 
one of the animals who claims the officer had no right to shoot 
her pet. But the county contends the dog was running at large 
and the warden was justified in killing all three animals. Mrs. 
Linda Kaye, 28, of 727 Nickerson avenue, Benton township, 
said she* plans to see an attorney to determ ine if any kind of 
action can Ik1 taken stemming from tin* shooting of her dog 
Domino, a part-Beagle female. 


Deputy Dog Warden Warren White reported he was on patrol 
when he saw three dogs running in the area of M-139 and 
Nickerson “causing a traffic hazard." He said he followed two 
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the dogs to an area behind Mrs. Kaye’s residence and when he 
was unable to find the owners of the dogs he destroyed them 
with two shots from his shotgun. 
Mrs. Kaye rents her 
residence from Mrs. Veneta Ethridge, who was standing on 
the property, according to W hite’s report. He said he asked 
Mrs. Ethridge if she owned the property and she replied she 
did. White said he then asked if she knew who owned the 
animals and Mrs. Ethridge replied she didn't. White said he 
destroyed the dogs after Mrs. Ethridge said they were a 
nuisance. 


County officials who investigated the incident said the dogs 
were actually shot on property behind 727 Nickerson owned by 
John Piedt. Mrs. Kaye told this newspaper her dog was in heat 
and she usually kept the pet in the house or tied it up when 


outside, but her mother had been visiting and didn’t know 
Domino was in heat and let her outside unleashed She called 
the shooting “ very unneecessary’' and labeled White “ trigger 
happy.” Mrs. Kaye claim s her 8-year-old son was in the 
backyard and witnessed the entire incident and that While 
never asked the boy if he knew to whom the dogs belonged. 
She said she was asked after the dogs were shot. 


Otto Grau, chairm an of the county board's administration 
committee, which has jurisdiction over anim al control of­ 
ficers, said he didn't feel the county was liable and that White 
“ did the right thing by asking. As far as I'm concerned the 
case is closed.” (Iran explained the law says any dog off its 
property is considered to be running at large and a warden 
“shall shoot dogs running at large if unaccompanied by the 
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owner." He said he does not forsee any disciplinary action 
against White and "I can t criticize the officer." 


"If the dog had been confined on it> property as it should 
have we would never have had this incident." Grau said. He 
IMiintcd out that he likes dogs ajid has always had them for 
pets "I feel sorry for the dog. but our problem isn't with 
dogs, it s with people It's not the dog’s fault it gets shot, it's 
the owner’s." 


ile also noted dogs running at large are a major problem in 
the county, as evidenced by the March dog warden's report, 
which says t>41 dogs were destroyed in that single month. Grau 
also ¡minted out that during 1075. about 7,000 dogs wore des­ 
troyed. most of them for running at large or being picked up 
for running at large and never redeemed at the dog pound.

A team of professional people 
from the St. Joseph-Benton 
Harbor area will serve as ins­ 
tructors for the training ses­ 
sions 


“ Homemakers are women 
(and men for the all male 
household) 
who 
serve 
the 
young, the old and all ages in 
lx*tween when supportive help is 
needed in the home due to ill­ 
ness. disability, old age or tin* 
absence of one or both parents.” 
according to Mary Fassnacht. 
Superv isor of Homemaker Ser­ 
vice. “ It is their responsibility 
to help maintain as wholesome 
and normal an atmosphere as 
ixtssible in the home during the 
time of crisis or emergency,” 
she says. 


The training sessions held in 
the spring and fall prepare the 
homemaker to cope with the 
many and varied situations in 
which they find themselves. The 


homemaker is trained to care 
for children, perform light 
household 
tasks, 
plan 
and 
prepare meals, shop for food 
and other household necessities 
and provide simple personal 
care for those who are ill 


Homemaker Service is mainly 
part-time work, Mrs. Fassnacht 
says and stresses it is an ex­ 
cellent way to supplement one’s 
present income while at the 
same time performing a much 
needed service for a family or 
individual. 


This service has been availa­ 
ble in the twin city area since 
1962 when it was startl'd by the 
Altrusa club. Since 1970. it has 
Imh'ii one of the services offered 
by Child and Family Services of 
Michigan, which include adop­ 
tion, foster care, family, in­ 
dividual. problem pregnancy 
and 
Eiplepsy 
counseling. 
Homemaker Service was ex­ 
tended to south Berrien County 
in 1972.

A quarter-century 
ago, life expectancy for women 
that age was 30.6 years. 


A far more dramatic rise in 
life expectancy has come since 
1900. Wrhen the century began, a 
baby girl could expect to live to 
age 48. while a baby boy had a 
life expectancy of 46 years. 


Over the past 75 years, this 
difference of two years has 
widened to almost eight years, 
still in favor of women. A 
female born in 1974 had a life 
expectancy of 75.9 years as con­ 
trasted with 68.2 for males.

to complain about mall service,

sampling of 15 lawmakirs. 


Four said the Postal Service 


.is the issue raised most often in 
their constituent mall. Several 
"others agreed the Postal Service 
might be the leading issue but 


said they had no exact statistics 
available.

The 15 lawmakers represent a 


variety of constituencies and 
political philosophies. 


An aide (o Hep, Los Aspln, D- 


WIs,, said, "I don't think there's 
a more unpopular agency in the 
federal government: The reason 
Is that everyone receives mail 
and there's a lot of room for 
complaints. Other agencies 
aren't so visible." 


An aide to Rep. Paul Simon, 


WH., who analyzes the mail in 
terms of issues, said that in the 
first 10 weeks of this year the 
office had received 275 per- 
sonally typed or handwritten 
letters about the Postal Service 
This represents one out of every 
18 letters to Simon during that 
period, he said The second 
biggest issue /was abortion, 
which stimulated 115 letters; he 
said:

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Mail Is A Leader On List Of Gripes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - One 
of the m ajor reasons why 
Americans 
w rite 
their 
representatives in Congress is 
to complain about mail service, 
according 
to 
an 
informal 
sampling of 15 lawmakers. 


Four said the Postal Service 
is the issue raised most often in 
their constituent mail. Several 
others agreed the Postal Service 
might be the leading issue but 


said they had no exact statistics 
available. 


The 15 lawmakers represent a 
variety of constituencies and 
political philosophies. 


An aide to Rep. Les Aspin, D- 
Wis., said. “ I don’t think there's 
a more unpopular agency in the 
federal government. The reason 
is that everyone receives mail 
and there’s a lot of room for 
complaints. 
Other 
agencies 
aren’t so visible.” 


An aide to Rep. Paul Simon, 
D-Ill., who analyzes the mail in 
terms of issues, said that in the 
first 10 weeks of this year the 
office had received 275 per­ 
sonally typed or handwritten 
letters al>nut the Postal Service. 
This represents one out of every 
18 letters to Simon during that 
period, he said. The second 
biggest issue was abortion, 
which stimulated 115 letters, he 
said. 


M embers from rural consti­ 


tuencies also say more of the 
mail about the Postal Service 
protests the agency's policy of 
closing 
certain 
unprofitable 
rural post offices. 


The offices of Sen. Jennings 
Randolph. D-W.Va , and Rep 
('lair W. Burgener, R-Oalif., 
reported increases in complaint 
mail about the Postal Service. 
“ It’s up about 50 per cent from 
November and D ecem ber,'’ a 
Randolph aide said.

Excess Iodine Creates 
Symptoms Like PBB 


Poisoning In Cattle 


Michigan State university dairy researchers believe they have 
isolated iodine toxicity as another dairy cow ailment. 


"We came across this last December in a herd of 64 Holsteins 
when invited by a local veterinarian to help solve what appeared to 
be a nutritional problem. Wo are currently looking at 26 herds that 
may Ik* getting too much iodine,” says Dr. Donald Hillman, MSU 
dairy cattle nutrition specialist. 


The symptoms are very sim ilar to those attributed to 
Polybrominated biphenyl (PBB). 


Iodine is fed to cattle in mineral feed supplements to prevent 
thyroid problems, much in the same manner humans are fed 
iodine through their table salt intake. 


But higher levels of iodine are included in mineral and protein 
supplements to prevent “ foot rot” and soft tissue lumpy jaw in 
cattle. Cattle may get an excessive amount of iodine by an ac­ 
cumulation from these several sources. Also, several mineral and 
salt mixtures on the market provide too much iodine when mixed 
into the grain ration at rates that farmers normally use, Hillman 
said. 


lie explained some of the symptoms shown in cattle apparently 
having too high an iodine intake include tearing eyes, nasal 
discharge, bulging eyes, nervousness and loss of hair. Eventually 
they become lethargic, have rough hair coats and produce poorly. 


Because of the similarity of the symptoms to those attributed to 
PBB. fat biopsies were taken from 12 cows. No PBB was found in 
this first herd. 


The grain ration was analyzed and was found to contain 20 parts 
per million iodine, and a bulk sample of milk contained more than 
five times the normal amount of iodine. Blood thyroxine levels 
indicated that both the cows and calves were suffering from 
hypothyroidism, Hillman said 


“Several of the herds checked were shown to have four to five 
times the normal amount of iodine in the milk than they should 
have had.” he said. 


He said that researchers have had dramatic results in increas­ 
ing milk production with selected low-productive cattle in two of 
the herds. “Thvroprotein, a thyroactive compound, was added to 
the ration in the amount of 1ft to 15 grams daily. The cows doubled 
in milk production from 18 pounds of milk daily to 36 pounds of 
milk daily,” he explained. 


Two cows in the first herd that were producing 29 and 31 pounds 
of milk daily increased to over HI I pounds daily within a week after 
receiving thyroprotein. Both herds responded similarly in milk 
production. 


Hillman says that in both herds there was a history of having fed 
75 to 15ft milligrams of iodine daily for a year or longer. 


The researchers are conducting similar experiments in other 
herds to confirm these findings.

Welfare 
Held Legal 
For Strikers 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 
Persons who are on strike may 
still obtain welfare benefits for 
themselves and their families, 
the state attorney general said 
Thursday. 


Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley said 
temporary relief may not be 
denied to strikers and their 
families who are in need and 
who otherwise qualify for wel­ 
fare benefits. 


Kelley pointed out in a ruling 
that three previous attorney 
general opinions going back to 
1946 
reached 
the 
same 
conclusion. 


“The uniform conclusion of 
all three opinions,” Kelley said, 
“ is that if a person or family is 
in need the fact that a member 
of the family is on strike is 
irrelevant with regard to his 
eligibility for relief assistance 
provided by the Department of 
Social Services.” 


Kelley made the ruling at the 
request of two legislators who 
queried whether a recent state* 
law had made strikers ineligible 
for welfare benefits. 


The law shifted control o u t­ 
general public relief from tin* 
counties to the state. It phased 
out county matching funds for 
public relief, which will result 
in full state funding by 1980. 


Kelley ruled the legislature 
had not changed the standards 
of eligibility lor welfare benefits 
while passing the new law It 
sought only to give the state 
control of the program, he said

(AP) — Twelve men who scrambled 
into a saucer-like survival capsule before an oil drilling platform 
sank in the wind-whipped Gulf of Mexico died later when the 
capsule capsized, the Coast Guard said. Two Navy scuba divers 
swam to the hatch of the fiberglass capsule saw bodies in the 
flooded interior of the overturned capsule.

A 
last-minute 
substitute 
makes All-American. 


That sounds a little far­ 
fetched but that’s what hap­ 
pened to Brad Peterson of Lake 
Michigan College three weeks 
ago at the National Junior 
College bowling tournament at 
Buffalo. N.Y. 


Peterson bowled only one 
time during the regular season 
for LMC due to an afternoon job.

Peterson got off to a slow start 
in the tourney with a 529 series 
but then he pumped himself up 
and came through with 622, 579 
and 614 to finish with 2344, good 
for third place overall. The top 
Rye 
bowlers 
gained 
All- 
American status. His 622 in 
»tngies took second behind 
Inanimate .Fim Morris’ 655. 


’•It’s kinda ironic and funny in 
a way...I guess the last-minute 
replacement thing just came out 
for the best,” relates Peterson, 
who lives in Stevensville. “ After 
that 529 opener in doubles I just 
sat hack and told myself i/x>k, 
you didn’t ride eight hours up 
here couped up like a bunch of 
sardines to bowl crummy.’ 
After that i bowled real good.” 


You could understand if Pe­ 
terson had gotten a little car 


sickness that weekend. After he 
returned from Buffalo he got 
three hours rest and then spent 
16 more hours in a car on his 
way to the ABC National tour­ 
ney at Oklahoma City, Okla. 


His T.J. Rose team didn’t do 
much but Peterson smashed a 
642 scratch series in the singles 
competition, which should be 
worth some money. 


Peterson, who competed in 
basketball, track and golf at 
Lakeshore hieh school, has 
carved a successful year in his 
first season in the local men’s 
leagues after graduating from 
the Gersonde’s junior program. 
He supports around a 176 
average in the Twin City Classic 
league at Gersonde’s and a 18ft 
average in the Blossom Classic 
league at Blossom Lanes. 


Peterson, who recently turned 
19. has serious designs on 
becoming a professional bowler. 


“ I’d like to turn pro...a com­ 
pany has already indicated it 
would sponsor me if I turn pro,” 
tells Peterson. “ I just have to 
get my average up to 19ft for two 
straight years to be eligible to 
turn pro. I hope to do that next 
year with this year’s experience 
behind me. 


“ I’m not really that far away 
from 19ft...just one mark a 
game. I just really have to con­ 
centrate and get my head 
together. I started out slowly 
this year...I was nervous and 


some people expected big things 
from me. But I’ve been bowling 
much better than my average 
shows lately.” 


Peterson credits his junior 
coaches and current teammates 
with helping him further his 
howling career. 


“ The members on my team 
help me a lot. They’re all es­ 
tablished bowlers. They give me 
a lot of tips and when I do 
something wrong tell me about 
it.” 


“ Guys at Blossom Lanes like 
Kolberg (Bob) and the rest say 
he (Peterson) really has a lot of 
potential.” states Alsbro. “ Brad 
really throws a consistent ball 
and he's really a competitor.” 


Peterson, who has a career- 
high 668 series, comes from a 
bowling-oriented family. His 
father, Roger, use to work at 
I-ikeshore 
Lanes. 
Brad’s 
brother Brian was on the Wes­ 
tern 
Michigan 
University 
bowling team a few weeks this 
winter but had to give it up 
when baseball practice took 
priority. 


Peterson is still unsure of his 
plans for next year but is 
thinking of applying for a 
scholarship at Western or Cen­ 
tral Michigan and continuing 
his bowling career there.

Clark, 48, showed up 
two hours late for the hearing and told the three-member panel 
he had never been served with a formal complaint. The panel 
tben gave him until April 28 to file an answer to the charges and 
said the hearing would resume in June.

On Debt Collections 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Those who purchase debts owed to 
others needn’t be licensed as collection agencies when they try 
to collect, the attorney general has said. But Atty. Gen Frank 
Kelley said Thursday that these third parties must collect the 
debts in their own name, and obey portions of the Collection 
Practice Act that prohibit debt collectors from using deceptive, 
intimidating or harassing practices to get their money. Kelley 
said that retailers, to avoid the time and expense of collecting 
money owed them, sometimes sell the debt to a third party for 
a fraction of the total amount. The third party is then respon­ 
sible for collecting the money. "Most people who owe money 
don’t care whom theyjnake the check out to," Kelley said. “But 
they care a lot whether the debt collector uses unlawful methods 
to get that payment.” Kelley’s opinion was sought by Donna 
Duckworth, deputy adm inistrator -of the Collection Agency 
Division in the Department of Licensing and Regulation.

(AP) — Michigan had a record winter tourist 
season, it was reported this week. Michigan Travel Bureau 
Director Jack Wilson said the increase was in part the result of 
advertising and promotion in Illinois.

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Governor’s PBB Panel To Begin Work Monday

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 
scientific panel formed to seek 
solutions to the PBB problem 
may reach some conclusions 
within a month, according to the 
governor’s office. 


Gov. W illiam M illikcn said 
Thursday the pane! w ill meet 
for (he first time in Detroit on 
Monday. The six-member panel 
may show some results within a 
month, although no deadline 
will l>e set for its recommenda­ 
tions. according to an aide. 


Those 
recommendations 


could include making current 
safety levels for PBB in poultry 
and meat more strict. 


Milliken charged the panel 
with seeking solutions to the 
widespread poisoning of lives­ 
tock 
by 
the 
fire-retardant 
chemical, which was acciden­ 
tally mixed with cattle feed iji 
1973. It resulted in thousands of 
cattle, poultry, hoi's and sheep 
being killed and m tons of 
tainted eggs and m ilk products 
liein« destroyed. 


“ This is the iK‘st hope we have 
to try to bring some unders­ 
tanding, order and rationality 


into 
our 
handling 
of 
this 
'problem,” Milliken said of the 
panel during a news conference 
Thursday. 


He added the federal Food 
and Dru« Administration of­ 
ficials. who set the current PBB 
standard at .3 parts per million, 
will testify before the panel. 


Milliken also told reporters 
the legislature must approve an 
aid package to give Detroit &40.9 
million more ir, revenue next 
fiscal year, though the law­ 
makers 
can 
change 
the 
ingredients in the plan. 


‘‘I can understand that,” he 


said, adding he has no contin­ 
gency plan if the package fails 
to get legislative approval. It 
will cost the state $33.5 million 


“ The mayor (Detroit Mayor 
Coleman Young) and 1 are 
banking very heavily on this," 
he said, 
‘ i don’t want to 
speculate on failure. I don’t 
think we can afford it. ’ 


Detroit "w ill not, must hot 
and cannot be allowed to slip 
into a state of insolvency,” he 
said 


The 
package 
includes 
a 
three-mill property tax to cover 
garbage collections and sub­ 


sidies for the city's library, his­ 
torical museum and art insti­ 
tute. Milliken said the garbage 
tax proposal must be approved 
in three to four weeks. 


Legalized casino gambling in 
Detroit is not the answer, he 
said, because it would com­ 
pound 
the city’s problems, 
"greatly m ultiply the law en­ 
forcement 
problem and. 
in 
short, bring more problems 
than it solves.” 


On other issues, Milliken: 
—Said he would probably sign 
a bill to lim it the number of 
minority 
parties 
on 
the 


generalelection ballot. 


M illiken said the bill, which 
sets up new standards for 
qualifying for the ballot, w ill 
deal effectively with the possi­ 
ble problem of using paper 
ballots, without stifling dissent. 


—Said he did not expect 
appropriations bills for the 
coming fiscal year to reach his 
desk at their current spending 
levels, and said he would not 
sign them if they did. The 
Senate is nearing final approval 
on half the budget and is some 
$130 million over M illiken s 
recommendations.
